A Large Vote Recommended, 
(Beeluaive Service, supplied by Reuter, 
via Bombay.) 
Loxpoy, April 23. 
Prenident, Roosevelt has recommended 
Congress to vote an additional sum of. 

_ 81,500,000 (£300,000) for the relief of 
the sufferers at Sin Frincisco, as it 
turns out that the disaster is the most ap- 
palling one in the history of the 


country.
